Hot air 
and apple sauce to the contrary notwithstanding, the 
country with the

air arm is going to win 
the battle of tile oceans in this war, ail else being 
rqual. 
Japan has not demonstrated so far that it 
can wrest Control of the air from the United States 
Air power is Hie key to victory. Deprived of it. Ger­ 
many is just another badgered military power. With 
air power alone, the Germans have kept the Medi- 
t< m u tea n war alive 
Tile United States has no doubt 
of Its ability to produce and fly the world’s greatest 
air arm ada; after a few more battles, Japan will have 
no doubt of it either. 
Fourth, nil of us are feeling better about the way 
Japan is being given reason 
to 
develop 
healthy 
respect for United States fighting ability in general. 
It Is plain now that there Is no disposition on either 
side to under-rate the other. 
The issue is to deter­ 
mine whose ideas are going to dominate the Pacific 
area 
Amel leans are more certain than ut any time 
since the incident at Pearl Harbor that Japan would 
need vastly more punch than it is capable of develop­ 
ing to do what its sword rattlers obviously thought 
they could do. 


SHOOTING THE HAD 
It is one of Hie circumstances of this war—an un­ 
pleasant but serious one that the financial problem 
created by its conduct must be solved by a govern­ 
ment th at has been swayed by a minority unsym­ 
pathetic with orthodox capitalism. 
The situation is 
beginning to get some of the attention it deserves. 
Sen. Vandenberg of 
Michigan, 
member of the 
senate finance committee, has warned, for instance, 
that it is less important for the government to raise 
an ext: a few billion dollars in revenue in forthcom­ 
ing legislation than for it to 
preserve 
functioning 
economic resources out of which the government can 
safely bol row 
He refers to both private savings and 
business profits. 
In a letter addressed to all members of congress 
by A 
W. Robertson, 
chairman 
of 
Westinghouse 
Electric Ar Manufacturing Co. the company expresses 
concern lest its continued growth be stopped by the 
government's failure to insure that growth with a 
sound tax policy. 'T ile country at large and all its 
citizens will suffer loss if a company like the West­ 
inghouse company fails through lack 
of 
funds 
to 
meet emergencies," says Mr. Roberteoiv—and adds. 
"Ii it fails, other companies will fail for the same 
reason.” 
Unfortunately, with war expenses running into 
Astronomical figures, a plea for caution in soaking 
savings is likely to sound out of order. It remains a 
fact, nevertheless, that the country would be in a 
sick and sorry mess lf by accident the left-wingers in 
Washington who have dreamed of taxing private 
business and tire American 
middle 
class 
out 
of 
existence were to be permitted to hide behind the 
war. 
Perlxaps there must be an American revolution 
along these lines, but it so it should be staged after 
the war has been won when the revolutionists can 
be given the attention they deserve.
